• Washington— Although the Geneva 
conference was intended as a step to 
reduce armament, it may turn out so 
far as the United States is concerned 
Jhat the entire question of shipping 
policy will be reopened on the basis of 
the needs of national defense.

The contest between the 
school

been at times enlivened by considera- 
tions of national defense but the issue 
has been for the most part incidental. 
The private ownership group usually 
points to the way in which the Ameri- 
can government commandeered such 
merchant ships as were in the hands of 
private owners and argues "that the 
same thing can be done. The big ques- 
tion. however, Is whether private own 
era will be willing to follow govern 
ment specifications in -constructing 
their vessels so as to make conversions 
into & warship an easier matter than

HELPS TRAIN OFFICERS 
The navy has an-Jnterest also in con- 


trolling a government merchant' ma- 
rine because it can assist in the train- 
ing of officers and crews though this 
is done in European countries by a, 
close" working arrangement 
between 


the shipping companies and the navy; 
in fact the government subsidy in some 
Instances is- given in consideration of 
such control being permitted. ' 


The sentiment of the naval contin- 


gent will for the most part be in favor 
of a continuance of the government 
ownership and operation. In this con- 
nection. the shipping board has just 
made public a report on the cost o1 
operating government cargo ships 
which reveals that a ton of cargo was 
handled in the nine months ended 
April 1,^1927. at $3 cents less than in 
the same period of the preceding year. 
The board directed attention to the ec- 
onomies it had effected for the bene- 
fit of the American shippers of grain 
and cotton, especially when foreign 


^tonnage was being withdrawn at the 


time of the British coal strike. 


The shipping board 
points 
out 


moreover, that the reduction of 63 
cents a ton came as the government 
handled a million tons more- cargo 
than the previous year. The entire 
cost of the shipping board lor tho fis- 
cal year beginning July 1, last, is now 
estimated by the board to be not in 
excess of $16,000.000. This is a saving 
of 53.000,000 over the previous year- 
The argument then comes down to 
whether the government will be will- 
ing to appropriate sixteen million dol- 
lars for a continuance of government 
operation or whether the principle in- 
volved of getting the government out 
of business is larger than the actual 
sums appropriated.

When 
this will be the committee was un- 
able to say at noon, as its members 
had not been informed at that time 
when the bodies would be turned over 
to them by Medical Examiner ilas- 
ath. The visits to various cities 
might extend as far as Chicago, it 
was added. 
Sacco and Vanzetti Tuesday paid 


with their lives for tho murder of 
which they were convicted six years 
ago. They died calmly shortly after 
midnight in the electric chair at the 
Charlestown State prison, protesting 
their innocence of the crime, affirm- 
ing their belief in anarchy and reius- - 
ing the benefits of religion. 


In his native tongue, Sacco shouted! 


"Long live anarchy," as he seated 
himself in the death chair. "I am an, 
innocent man," were among the last 
words of Vanzetti.

DEATH SPED PLANS 


The death of Elbert H. Gary, chair 


man and guiding genius of the Stec 
Corporation since its birth, undoubt 
cdly has speeded whatever plans the 
du Porits here with regard to that 
great indusrial. 


At the present time the du Ponts 


own less than' 2 per cent of the out- 
standing common, stock — about 
114.000 shares. This Is not 
enough 


stock of itself to justify and implica- 
tion of attempted control by the du 
Ponts. However, it is sufficient ta in- 
dicate an important interest on their 
part in the affairs of the corpora- 
tion. 


Judge Gary's advanced age 
had 


foreshadowed his early retirement or 
death. It is well known that for 
some years the powerful inteiests in 
financial control of the 
corporation 


had been deeply pondering the ques- 
tion of his successor.' Pierre S. du 
Pont has been considered a likely suc- 
cessor. 


The combine of the du Pont inter- 


ests with U. S. Steel and General Mo- 
tors, if eventually effected,

on stock market quotations of the 
three companies — of approximately 
$4,000,000,000. There has been no sim- 
ilar imposing industrial structure in 
the history of the world.

A BLOW AT THE GUNMEN 


Chicago police, tired of arresting gun- 


men and having them set free by 
the 


courts or given short prison terms, have 
established a psychopathic nursery where 
the "unendurables" will be taken for ob- 
servation. Hereafter, every known gun- 
man arrested shall not be charged xand 
brought up for examination, but shali be 
turned over to the psychopaths. Tests will 
Avill be given in the "nursery" and if the 
gunman is found to have a mental kink in 
him which they believe re_sponsible for ;-.is 
criminal 'tendencies, he wilt be brought 
before a judge who will commit him for a 
limited period to an asylum. 


The police believe this is the most ef- 


ficient way to' put these desperadoes 'Be- 
hind the bars and keep them there. Since 
no charge is brought against them they 
cannot be released on a writ of habeas 
corpus. They can be kept in the asylum as 
"long as the court pleases or until they are 
'adjudged sane. 


This scheme will be attacked of course, 


but several Chicago judges think it will 
stand up. The advantage of it is in the 
fact that the suspect's sanity is tested be- 
fore he comes before a court and the long 
legal battle, in which lie so many possi- 
bilities of escape through technicality, be- 
gins. This may seem a desperate measure, 
.-but Chicago has become desperate in her 
fight against the thousands of hoodlums 
•and gunmen that roam 'her streets, kill- 
ing and maiming whoever their fancy 
lights upon. 


Several attorneys have instructed their 


:lients to refuse to talk when they under- 
go the mental test. If they do this the ex- 
amination,will show that they know noth- 
ing and a good case of mental inferiority 
- can be made against them. If the police 
earn- out their plan to the letter. Cook 
count}- will have to build a new insane 
.asyjiim, for present facilities will be m- 
'adequate to house the gunmen now at 
liberty. 


Chicago's experiment will be watched 


with interest and if successful, no doubt 
many other cities will establish psycho- 
pathic nurseries to deal with its undesif- 
'ables who have escaped court sentences 
through the connivance of scheming poli- 
ticians and shyster lawyers.

THE OFFICERS' RESERVE CUT 
The reported effort of the war depart- 


ment to effect a cut of 25.000 in the per- 


• sonncl of the reserve corps officers has 


brought a storm of well deserved protest 
for it is a move with but few features to 
recommend it to any thinking person. 


The cut will be accomplished, it is indi- 


cated, by a reduction of the war mobiliza- 
tion from a six army, or 2.000.000 men 
basis, to a three army, or 1.000.000 basis. 
And this in face of the lessons of the

too big and unwieldy for efficient work. 


The American army did not have the

A MEXICAN OIL BOARD 


The suggestion made by Professor Wil- 


liam R. Shepherd, of Columbia university, 
in conducting the roundtablc on Latin- 
American affairs at the institute of poli- 
tics at Williamsknvn. Mass.. that a joint 
high commission be named to proceed 
along the line of inquiry and conciliation 
in the Mexican oil and land laws over 
whidrthe United States has taken sharp 
issue with Mexico, is one that should re- 
ceive mature consideration, not for its 
originality, but because of the fact that it 
is the only way to amicably adjust the 
differences between the two nations. 


In the discussions at Williamstown it 


appeared to be an open question as to 
.whether the laws were necessarily confis- 
catory or not. Dr. George Winfield Scott, 
former professor of international law at 
Columbia university, who has visited the 
Mexican oil fields, said, after quoting vari- 
ous examples of the destruction of prop- 
erty values through legislation in our own 
country, that the confiscatory quality of 
the Mexican laws was at least arguable. 


As long as there are two sides to any 


question there is an opportunity for 
friendly compromise and this is what we 
would like to see in this dispute of ours 
with iljexico. It is our impression that we 
are right in this matter but there is suffi- 
cient doubt to warrant every effort being 
made for"nn amicable adjustment. -How- 
ever, we might add that this is no time to 
do it or even seriously suggest it. Mexico 
is about to experience a. presidential elec- 
tion and it would be all a candidate's 
chances _were worth to admit that he 
would subscribe to any such - joint high 
commission or anything else that would 
lead to a modification of the laws that 
Mexico has enacted to govern her petrole- 
um and agricultural-developments. How- 
ever, it is a good -thi^gf tb keep in mind 
and after the electioh'fs pver perhaps some 
such commissionlcan be appointed to ex- 
amine the circumstances and arrive at a 
friendlv solution. 


A PARADOX

every war we avoid,",3ve*tmt bring one step 
nearer a period of. the 
world's- ~ history 


when the most severe privation and hard- 
ships will exact its toll and thin out the 
population which is now beginning to get 
far beyond bounds and threatens to 
throw the whole universe into a chaotic 
state within a very few" generations. 


Dr. Edward Alsworth Ross, sociologist, 


in a recent survey of the problem for the- 
century magazine, determined that the 
world's dinner table must accommodate 
20,000,000 more guests during 1927 be- 
cause population is increasing at a rate 
unknown to history. Three births are be- 
ing recorded for every two deaths, Dr. 
Ross calculates, and in .consequence the 
world must face 'privation and a lowered 
standard of living within the next few 
generations unless .the present birth 
rate, especially among the colored races, 
is restricted. 


Following the modern curb on com- 


municable diseases, together with immi- 
gration to rich, virgin areas and improved 
methods of production both in factories 
and on farms, he finds that the earth's 
population is increasing at the rate of 
50.000 a day and estimates that the pres- 
ent world population of 1.850.000.000 will 
be doubled in the next sixty years if the 
rate of increase is maintained. 


If this is the case it requires no great 


-ctretch of the- imagination to realize that 
some day there will not be food enough 
to feed this enormous number of humans 
arid when food can no longer keep up with 
the population then privation and toil 
must raise the death rate, as it has raised 
U a thousand times in the past, until life 
and death arc once more in the balance.

In Midi cases it is a difficult quct-tion ,to decide 


whether Musical or nunsurglcal treatment is Htc 
more desirable. Surgical treatment was most popu- 
lar—among the surgeons—a few years ago. Tlieic 
has been a certain amount of dissatisfaction—among 
the patients—with the results of these operations, 
and a corresponding amount of revision, modifica- 
tion or "Improvement" In the procedure of tho sur- 
geons.—first they favored gastro entcrostomy. that 
is cuttiiis1 a nexv channel from the stomach Into 
the intestine so as to short, circuit the chyme or di- 
gesting: food mass around the ulcerated portion of 
the canal—next they began trying their hand at 
pyloroplasty or remodeling, the lo\ver outlet of the 
stomach, and then', cutting out, damaged portions 
and finally cutting out damaged portions of the 
stomach itself, a procedure not to be compared with 
cuttm™ out one's appendix or tonsils or^all sac, 
for the lower end of the stomach is particularly 
useful in the secretion of gastric juice for digestion, 
whereas these other accessories have no particular 
function—at least" One scarcely misses them after 
they have been removed.

threshed. In a few fields, here and 
there, farmers are trying to plow but 
they find the process very expensive 
and almost impossible on account of 
long-continued dry weather, t\\f hard 
condition the soil and the clouds of 
dust. Other farmers are 
fertilizing 


their fields and postponing plowing till 
the conditions ha\e improved. Those 
that have alfalfa are saving their sec- 
ond crops. Pastures, corn, sugar beets 
cabbage are showing the effect of-long- 
continued dry weather. 


The lowest yield of oats thus far re- 


ported by growers who have threshed 
is 25 bushels to the acre and the high- 
est 87 bushels. The crop may average 
about 35 bushels to the acre. Barley is 
running from 25 bushels to the acre 
to 45. The average for barley may be 
about 32 bushels. Fall wheat is yield- 
ing from IS to 35 bushels to the acre 
wfth an average of about 25 bushels. 
Rye is yielding from 18 to 25 bushels 
with an average of about 20 bushels.

New State Ruling Makes It 


Possible to Determine Con 
tents of Feeds 


Madison—C/P)~ The state depart- 


ment of agriculture explained recent- 
ly how Wisconsin's famed dairy cattle 
arc fed rock and grow fat on It. • 


A report of the feed and fertilizer 


division of the department said that 
in the mixing of mineral food supple- 
ments one of the more unscrupulous 
manufacturing companies had even 
tried to feed coal to a few of the cattle 
of the state. 
j 


This took place, however, before the 


laws on pure food for cows and other 
livestock were put into effect, the di 
vision officers slid, and at present the 
36 mineral feed manufacturing com- 
panies registered with the department 
provide better components of the feeds 
and as a result, better feeds.. 


Growth of the mineral feed industrj. 


and sales in this itate were evidenced 
by the fact that In 1923 only one brand 
of mineraf feed was being offered for 
s-ale in Wisconsin, while there are now 
82 brands sold here by the 36 com- 
panies. 


HID NATURE OF FEED 


"When mineral fe'eds first appeared 


•5:1 the market the manufacturers at- 
tempted to attach a mysterious nature 
'o the feeds by declaring, in chemica 
crms, the ingredients which were 
iresent." said an announcement from 
he agriculture department. "In a rul 
ng issued by the commissioner of ag- 
riculture, effective January 1, 1923 
manufacturers were required to labe 
the mineral feeds with a chemica 
guarantee, and to list the ingredients 
in their common English terms.

into effect, a shipment of mineral feed 
selling for 5100 a ton was found on 
sale which, by analysis, proved to con 
sist of SO per cent ground coal and 21 
per cent salt.

and the coal was without value as a 
feed. 


"Most of the mineral feeds now be 


ing sold in Wisconsin are simple mix 
tnres of limestone, bone meal, common 
salt, and very small percentages o 
potassium iodide.

IN STATE IN 1842 


Interests in Events Similar to 


Those' Which Attracted 
Early Fair-goers 


Mtdlson—(/*>)— The 
Interests 
of 


modern fair-goers arc 
not 
unlike 


those, held by people attending the 
(airs of the past, according to F. B. 
Swingle, 
•writing in an agricultural 


publication. 


The date and place of the first ag- 


ricultural fair In America, is set 
at 


1810 at Washington, D. C. It was ar 
ranged by the Columbian Agricultural 
society. The first county fair was held 
at FIttsfleld. Mass. 


"Milwaukee claims the 
honor of 


holding the first county fair in Wis- 
consin," write Mr. Swingle. "This was 
held Oct. 28. 1842. under the direction 
of the Milwaukee County Agricultural 
society. Little interest is recorded in 
these Wisconsin fairs, until 1850. when 
Kensoha held a one-day fair, follow 
ed by Walworth-co in a similar event. 


FAIRS GAIN INTEREST 


"In the next five years nine other 


county associations held annual fairs. 
Columbia, Fond du Lac. Sheboygan, 
Washington and Waukeslia held fairs 
without aid from the state or any out- 
side interests." 


State aid first came from the les 


lature in 1836 when $100 was offered 
(or every county fair that was duly 
organized.

Congressman Says Red Men 


Have Been Victimized; Fa- 
vors LaFollette-Cooper Bill 


Urging better judgment In the care 


of Indians in 
Wisconsin, the Hon. 


George 3. Schneider, member of Con- 
gress from the N'lnth district, describ- 
ed conditions under which they are 
living In a talk to members of tho 
I-lons club Monday noon at the Con- 
way liotcl. 
IIo emphasized particu- 


larly the maltreatment Indians have 
received through the acts of the Bu- 
reau' of Indian Affairs at Washing- 
ton. D. C. 


Congressman Schneider expressed 


himself in favor of the La Follette- 
Cooper bill which will be brought be- 
Tore Congress at its next session. The 
bill provides "that funds appropriated 
for the care and relief of Indians of^ 
Wisconsin under the direction of the 
Secrolaiv of the Interior shall be 
expended through public agencies of 
the state of "Wisconsin." Joint au- 
thors of the bill were Sen. Robert M. 
La Follctte and the Hon. Henry Al 
Icn Cooper of Wisconsin. 


The principal of the bill provides 


that those interested in the Indians 
and close cnoush to them to under- 
stand their needs are better fitted to 
bear the responsibility of 
guarding 


their health, other material wants, 
and education than is the Bureau of 
Indian Affairs; 


STATE WOULD DIRECT 


"Under the provisions of, the bill, all 


sums appropriated to promote health 
and prevent disease among the In- 
d.ans be done under the State Board 
of Health. Construction and mainte- 
nance of schools and the education 
of "Wisconsin Indians would be the 
responsibility of the state department 
of public instruction. 


Relief of "aged, infirm and indigent 


Indians would be accomplished un- 
der the state board of control. These 
sums would be appropriated only pro- 
vided that the secretary of the interi- 
or had 
received official 
assurance 


from the respective slate agencies of 
their willingness, to assume respona- 
ilility for the proper expenditure ol 
these sums. 
Many Indian problems are difficult 


lor the white man to understand, Mr. 
Schneider stated. In Wisconsin white 
men met directly with the Indian 
tribes; first with the Potawottamies 
and then with the Oneidas which or- 
iginally were not "Wisconsin Indians. 
They came to the west from New 
^Tork. The Oneida-* negotiated early 
with the native "Wisconsin tribes for 
tho purchase of the present Oneida 
reservation in Brown-co. It origin- 
ally had about 65.000 acres,~and there 
were 1.501 New York Indians living 
on the property. The sum paid for 
the Jand was $2,000, Mr. Schneider 
explained. 


NOW ARE CITIZENS 


The negotiations were started In 


1820 and from that time these Indians 
haveSlived on this property. 
About 


SO years ago the federal government 
allotted the .reservation, giving each 
Indian a trust patent to a certain 
area, of about 40>acrcs. These patents 
ranjover a period o f 2 0 y 
^ 


fee "patents were issued. 'The laftei 
give a clear title to the holder and 
made the Indians citizens "of the state. 


Since the Indian «ould now nego- 


tiate for the sale of his own property, 
the government hoped to disentangle 
itself fiom responsibility for caring 
for the Indian, Mr. Schneider believ- 
ed. As a. result land sharks and other 
unscrupulous persons have swindle* 
many-. Indians out of their property 
and eventually evicted them from thi 
land. 
Mr._ Schneider explained that 


many of the Indians could neither 
read nor write and were unversed "it 
ihe legalities of land exchanges anc 
<>ales. He cited an example of an ott 
Indian who put his sign on a first 
mortgage to -his property when he 
believed he was signing a promissory 
note. 


Probably 95 per cent of the Oneida 


Indians have lost their property since 
the fee patents jwere issued, 
the 


speaker stated. Most of these are in 
poverty now, he continued. 


WON LAW SUIT 


The Potawottamies at Laona are 


in poor condition, Mr. Schneider said. 
Originally they came from the region 
around Door-co but through treaties 
•with the United States government, 
an effort was made to send them first 
to Iowa and then to Kansas. Many 
refused 
to leave Wisconsin 
even 


though armed force was brought here 
to insure carrying out of the treaties,

to them as they appear to have learn 
ed a lesson from the condition of oth- 
er Indians in the state, he believed.

When this is done the small gear 
with the pieces of flat metal attached 
can bo pulled off. As shown in Figure 
1 at the left of the drawing, one of 
these metal strips is cut shorter than 
the other and where the lines indicate 
holes are bored through 
the- strips 


large enough to pacs the wire axle. 
These strips are then bent as shown in 
Figure 2, so that the two holes coin- 
cide. 


A piece of wire is then formed to the 


shape shown in Figure 2. The above 
alterations are made in each of the 
two drviing: gear assemblies 
of the 


eggbeater and they are then placed 
back upon their shafts. 


A washer \\hich has a hole just 


large enough to pass over the shaft is 
next placed on the shaft and soldered 
thereon, as- shovtn in Figure 3, and 
the wire fitting is soldered on to 'he 
sides of the'metal strips. This will 
complete a very satisfactory winder. 


In the event, however, that the met-
